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(57) Abstract: A seat (10) for use in a vehicle, the seat com- 
prising side plates (45), a seat member (13- 16) hingedly con- 
nected to a support (12) along its top edge and supported by 
the side plates, and a front panel (17) hingedly connected to 
the underside of the front edge of the seat member. In use as 
a seat, the space below the seat member is enclosed by the 
side plates and front panel, so that any under-seat equipment 
is protected. The seat can be swung up to provide substan- 
tially unrestricted access to any under-seat equipment. The 
components (13-16) forming the seat member may be made 
by extrusion. 
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
